1. JAPANESE SECOND SECRETARY ARA INFORMED EMBOFF THAT HE 
HAD CONTACTED REPRESENTATIVES OF THE VARIOUS COUNTRIES WITH 
WHICH GOJ HAD HOPED TO COORDINATE APPROACH TO FRENCH CONCERNING 
KHMER REPRESENTATION IN UNGA. HE FOUND THAT ONLY NEW ZEALAND 
EMBASSY HAD RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS AND HAD ALREADY MADE ITS VIEWS 
KNOWN TO FRENCH. OTHERS, INCLUDING KHMER WERE RELUCTANT TO ACT 
WITHOUT SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONS. JAPANESE HERE CONCLUDED RELUCT- 
ANTLY THAT SINCE TIME WAS DRAWING SHORT, IT WOULD BE BETTER TO 
ACT INDIVIDUALLY RATHER THAN TO WAIT UNTIL EVERY OTHER EMBASSY 
RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS. TOKYO HAS APPARENTLY SUPPORTED THIS CON 
CLUSION, AND JAPANESE WILL APPROACH FRENCH SEPARATELY. 

2. ARA SAID THAT HE WILL TAKE ADVANTAGE OF ESF MEETING NOVEMBER 
15 TO REITERATE TO PARTICIPANTS, INCLUDING KHMER, THE IMPORTANCE 
OF ACTIVELY SUPPORTING THE GKR IN UNGA VOTE.
